SHANGHAI, Nov. r —Japanese 
troops moved into North China by 
train loads today while Northern 
Chinese leaders wavered on the 
issue of secession from the central 
nationalist government. 

Troop trains bearing 3000 Jap¬ 
anese soldiers and war equipment 
arrived at Tientsin from Chin- 
wangtao, treaty port of Hopeh 
province. 

Railway Depot Seized 

At Peiping, where the Japai «* 
garrison has more than dou 1 
in the last 14 hours. Col. 
Takahashi. military attache, an¬ 
nounced that the Fengtai rail vay 
junction, a few miles east of Pei¬ 
ping, had been seized. 

Takahashi asserted the Fengtai 
occupation became necessary be¬ 
cause of rumors that rolling stock 
on the Pciping-Mtikden railway, 
was being moved south, jeopardiz¬ 
ing North China communications 
and threatening to isolate Jap¬ 
anese forces at Peiping. 

Traffic Suspended 

Traffic south over the Tientsin- 
Pukow railway was temporarily 
suspended at the demand of a 
Japanese troop detachment which 
visited the Tientsin offices of the 
railroad. 

The Japanese protested that 
empty trains were being dis¬ 
patched for transportation of Chi¬ 
nese troops to the north, to move 
against the Japanese. Traffic was 
resumed only when the Chinese 
agreed to move trains no further 
than Tsinan and Shantung. 

Gen. Shang Chen wired his res¬ 
ignation as governor of Hopeh 
province to Nanking, accepting 
responsibility for the failure to 
check the North China autonomy 
movement.

RIO DF, JANEIRO, Nov 27 
The Third regiment of Brazilian in¬ 
fantry, in rebellion against the 
government since before dawn, 
surrendered In its barracks this 
afternoon, leaving federal authori¬ 
ties apparently in control through¬ 
out the nation. 

The surrender of the third regi¬ 
ment was the second capitulation 
of rebels within the capital today 
and the third in the nation. 

Fedcrals Hold Natal 
Earlier loyal aviators bombed 
the aviation school which had been 
captured by rebelling soldiers and 
federal troops had entered Natal, 
held by rebels since last Saturday. 

Government officials said the 
backbone of the rebellion, which 
they claimed was Communist- 
Inspired, was broken. 

Some of the rebel leaders at Na¬ 
tal fled from the victorious loyal 
forces in a Ferman commercial 
airplane which they comman¬ 
deered. 

About 500 rebels were reported 
to have escaped from Natal aboard 
the S. S. Santos of the Lloyd- 
Brazileiro line.

GUAM. Nov. 27. (Via Pan- 
American Airways radio) UP 
Guam officials hailed arrival of 
the China Clipper today as ending 
isolation of this tropical Pacific 
isle while natives gazed incredul¬ 
ously at the huge seaplane which 
is blazing a Califomia-Manila air 
mail route. 

The graceful sky liner, its four 
motors roaring a challenge to vast 
Pacific distances, arrived at 3:07 
p. m. (9:07 p. m. Tuesday, Santa 
Ana time) after a flight of 10 
hours, three minutes from Wake 
island, 1536 miles northeast. The 
ship ill hop again Friday morning. 

In about 48’4 hours of flying 
time, the China Clipper has cov¬ 
ered 6300 miles of its trail-blazing 
voyage to establish trans-Pacific 
air-mail service. 

Capt. Edward Musick, the skip¬ 
per. estimated 11 hours for the 
Wake-Guam hop and 12 hours 
from Guam to Manila, making the 
total flying time from Alameda 
approximately 50 hours.

$65,000 Structure 


County Hospital To Have 
Addition; Deny Laguna 
Beach Sewer Work

ORANGE The city of Orange 
will provide a site for a $65,000 
National guard armory which the 
government proposes to build 
here, it was decided at a special 
meeting of the city council last 
night. 

Major Donald Winans, Anaheim, 
appeared before the council and 
displayed plans for the proposed 
building. He said that the proj¬ 
ect must be approved by Dec. 
20 and that work would start 
within seven days after approval. 

City Attorney Gordon X Rich¬ 
mond submitted a resolution for 
approval of the project He also 
suggested that written offers from 
ouTicrs having property suitable 
for the building be asked by the 
group Requirements for the land 
are that it be situated either on 
Glassed street or Chapman ave¬ 
nue, have a frontage of 170 feet 
and a depth of 175 feet. 

Plans for the structure include 
a drill hall 75 by 100 feet In 
size: a stage, dressing rooms, 
storage rooms and an indoor rifle 
range The National guardsmen 
would use the hall twice each 
week and at other times It would 
he available for community use. it 
■ was reported. 

A request by the Merchants’ 
\ Service bureau that a one-hour 
I park'ng limit be sot around the 
Plaza was tabled by the council 
and Chief of Police George Frar- 
zen was instructed to'enforce the 
1 two-hour law now in effect. 


Public Works administration 
grants, totaling more than $161.- 
000. were reported allotted to Or¬ 
ange county projects today by Ad¬ 
ministrator Harold Ickes out of a 
total of $6,244,830 allotted for 71 
projects in the state. 

Reductions and recissions by the 
administrator affected only one 
county project, when proposed 
w'ork on sewer projects in La¬ 
guna Beach totaling $65,245 were 
rescinded due to reported inability 
to begin work on time. Projects 
withdrawn by PWA in the state 
reached a total of $15,593,679. it 
was reported. 

Tn addition to the grants al¬ 
lowed for county work, loans to¬ 
taling $75,000 were granted by 
the works administration, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Ickes’ announcement 

A proposed sewage disposal 
plant at Huntington Beach was 
approved by the administrator, 
when a grant of $36,891 was al¬ 
lowed. A waterworks project at 
Seal Beach received a grant of 
$24,545 and a loan of $30,000, it 
was announced. 

Sunset Beach will have a new 
sewage system, with a grant of 
$36,818 and a loan of $45,000 from 
the government. 

Proposed plans for an addition 
to the tubercular ward at the Or¬ 
ange county hospital were ap¬ 
proved and a grant of $18,000 
allowed by the administrator. To¬ 
tal cost of the project will be ap¬ 
proximately $45,000, it was an¬ 
nounced. 

Laguna Beach High school dis¬ 
trict was allowed a grant of $45,- 
000 for construction of a new 
building there, but plans for in¬ 
stallation of a sewage system in 
two districts of the Arch Beach 
area were turned down by Ad¬ 
ministrator Ickes. 

The Laguna city council had 
approved the proposed sewer proj¬ 
ect at a meeting Monday night, 
when a hearing for protests from 
property owners was held.

lected. Figures supplied by the 
st^te board of equalization show 
that the total amount of license 
fees collected in Orange county 
from the inception of the liquor 
control act up to last March 31 
was $60.980.09. Of this amount 
$22,471.80 was apportioned to in¬ 
corporated cities in the county, 
while $7,179.67 was apportioned to 
the county, this being the pro rata 
of the amount of licenses collected 
in the unincorporated areas. 

No Complete Statistics 
Complete statistics covering the 
current year's liquor license ap¬ 
portionments are not available. 
The last apportionment, however, 
amounted to $17,160.02, being for 
the period from Nov. 1, 1934, to 
March 31, 1935. The total license 
fees collected in the county during 
that period was $31.442 95. 

Santa Ana and Anaheim lead 
the cities in the county in the 
amount of liquor license fees col¬ 
lected and in apportionments. Fees 
collected in Santa Ana totalled 
$5753.93, its apportionment being 
$3142.80. Anaheim’s fees totalled 
$5050.17, of which $2758.40 was 
apportioned to the city.

House movers will be permitted 
to operate over county roads, un¬ 
der a cash bond, pending adop¬ 
tion of a proposed ordinance regu¬ 
lating this industry. 

The matter was brought before 
the board of supervisors yester¬ 
day by W. C. Molvenhauer of 
Stanton and the Talbert House 
Moving company of Huntington 
Beach. Denied the right to use 
state highways, because of failure 
of their bonding companies, the 
movers sought permits to use 
county roads and were refused by 
Nat Neff, superintendent of high¬ 
ways. 

Mr. Neff told the supervisors 
he had refused permission to use 
the highways until a definite pol¬ 
icy in the matter had been es¬ 
tablished by the board. Accord¬ 
ing to representatives of the house 
movers, the failure of their bond¬ 
ing companies is only a part of 
their trouble. Insurance rates 
have increased to an almost pro¬ 
hibitive amount and the state will 
not issue permits without ade¬ 
quate insurance against property 
damage and loss of life. 

While the supervisors are con¬ 
sidering an ordinance, the house 
movers will be allowed to operate 
providing they post a cash de¬ 
posit to assure repairs to dam¬ 
aged highways and pay the wages 
of a deputy sheriff assigned to 
each job for protection of the 
public and to direct traffic.

Association Starts Its 
Solicitation

“It is weren't for the bad water 
situation in Santa Ana. I should 
fulfill an old desire to settle down 
here again, now that I am retired 
from the army.” said Col. Harry 
T. Matthews in an interview 
yesterday. 

The colonel came to Santa Ana 
with Mrs. Matthews from Seattle 
last week to spend the winter 
among his old-time friends in this 
city, and was drawing on his 
past experience as a background 
for his comments on current prob¬ 
lems. 

"When I lived here before 1900. 
we had the gospel swamp." he 
said. “You could put down a 
stick any place and draw an 
artesian well of nice soft water. 
Now. however, there is an ap¬ 
parent scarcity of water, and what 
you have is hard and brackish." 
Synonymous Terms 

"I have always believed that 
water and California were synon¬ 
ymous terms so far as success 
was concerned.” he continued. 
"This is a beautiful country which 
should have a progressive popula¬ 
tion, but it all depends upon 
water. 

“I hear that you have a water 
bond proposal on which you are 
to vote soon. It seems to me 
that anything that looks toward 
the conservation of water should 
receive the support of every citi¬ 
zen. As people supported the 
liberty bonds in the war, so they 
should 'give until it hurts' for 
their own protection in the case 
of water conservation 

Cites Irvine Efforts 

“My friend, James Irvine, tells 
me that whereas he used to be 
able to sink 40 feet and get a 
well, now he has to go 275 feet. 

"On a trip to San Diego county 
a few years ago. I surveyed their 
childish flood control efforts to 
aid their immediate community. 
Not one drop of water should 
be allowed to escape into the 
ocean until it has done its work 
on the land. 

“The state of California years 
ago should have had a planning 
commission to conserve the water 
supply of the mountain range, 
bringing water to the entire Pa¬ 
cific slope." 

Colorful War Record 

The colonel returned to Santa 
Ana in 1925 for the first time 
since 1898. He had made a color¬ 
ful war record, beginning in 1898 


with his appointment to the major 
on the brigade staff here in the j 
Spanish-American war. He was 
then made captain of the Pomona 
company. When that division was 
kept at home, he was made cap¬ 
tain of the Thirty-fifth United 
States Volunteer Infantry and 
went to the Philippines to help 
put down the insurrection there. 

In 1901 he was transferred to 
the regular army on the coast 
artillery. In 1917 he was moved 
again, this time to the inspector 
general's office, and went over- , 
seas with the first army A. E. F. 
as inspector general of the army 
artillery, giving him the rank of 
colonel. He was at Chateau , 
Thierry, Aisne, Marne, St. Mihiel | 
and Argonne Forest. 

Disappointed In Water 

At the close of the war he 
was sent into Germany and then 
into tjie northwest of the United 
States. 

“When I came to Santa Ana 
in 1923 I was very disappointed,” 
he said. “The city had grown 
into a pretty little town, to be 
sure, but I found changes in the 
water. Not only was it scarce 
but exceedingly hard and differ¬ 
ent from what it had been when 
I was here previously The water 
table through neglect and over¬ 
sight of the inhabitants had gone 
down 100 feet from what it had 
been.” 

After duty in Honolulu, the 
colonel returned to Seattle as pro¬ 
fessor of military science and tac¬ 
tics at the University of Washing¬ 
ton. He was retired for age from 
the army in 1932. 

Once City Attorney 

Colonel Matthews came to Santa 
Ana in 1888 from St. Louis. Mo 
He hung out his law "shingle" 
in the First National Bank build¬ 
ing. 

“I made $26 that first month." 
he chuckled. 

He was identified for old-timers 
with the firm of Scarborough and 
Matthews, Later, he was appoint¬ 
ed city attorney and drafted the 
first ordinance which laid the 
first pavement on Fourth street 
between French and Ross streets 

"I understand those four blocks 
of paving are still the base for 
the present street,” he com¬ 
mented. 

After helping to organize the 
first national guard unit here, he 
began his army career.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27. <J>> 
Herbert Hoover told the Junior 
rhamber of commerce here today 
"we must demand a realistic re¬ 
turn to American ideals, to pre¬ 
serve true 'American liberalism.’ 

"Ameriran liberalism is not 
regimentation,” the former Presi¬ 
dent declared at an "American¬ 
ism” luncheon. “It Is not repres¬ 
sion. It is never coercion by 
bureaucrats . . .” 

‘Spell’ Is Limited 
“Lately we have been told we 
are to have a 'breathing spell.’ A 
breathing spell for liberty is sup¬ 
posed to secure prosperity for us. 
It is exactly true that liberty does 
build prosperity when she it not 
garroted by war or bureaucracy. 
A 'spell' is, however, a limited 
time." 

He pictured instability brought 
to nations by the World war, and 
said they had tried to pay its costs 
hy inflation of credit and cur¬ 
rencies. depression being the in¬ 
evitable result. 

Liberty on Wrong Road 
"Under these unloosened forces, 
liberty has gone down the suicide 
road of socialism and fascism in 
a score of nations,” he said. 

“The infection of these ideas 
into America has brought our 
nation to a dividing of the ways 
fateful to free men.” 

“And here is the clash of true 
American liberalism and its ideals 
with these imported social phi¬ 
losophies of government. ... It 
appears that to be a 'liberal' today 
you must advocate currency or 
credit inflation, although its ulti¬ 
mate destiny is destruction. You 
must have faith in the efficiency 
of gigantic spending, of deficits 
and of debts, and of waste of pub¬ 
lic money. You must advocate that 
the government edge into a sys¬ 
tem of government-directed mo¬ 
nopolies. You must ardently be¬ 
lieve that the government go into 
business. You must believe in vast 
political bureaucracies.” 

America’s first problem, the 
former President said, is to return 
10,000,000 unemployed “from the 
dole to productive jobs.”

NOT QUITE CANNIBALISM 

D R. L. F. JAGGARD, American medical missionary to 
tribes in the Belgian Congo, says that the Ethiopian 
war is threatening to provoke a revival of cannibalism in 
Africa. It is creating unrest among the natives, he says, 
breaking down the carefully built up restraints promul¬ 
gated by the whites, and may wind up by sending many 
of the tribes back to savagery. 

His warning is dismaying, but not exactly surprising. 

It may 
not send us back to cannibalism—our own kind of sav¬ 
agery takes a different line than that—but it does break 
through the restraints of civilization, unleash forces that 
we have spent generations trying to check, and make all 
of us more crude, more brutal, and less civilized than we 
were before. 

It is in that way, even more than in its actual distri¬ 
bution of human sorrow and suffering, that war presents 
mankind its biggest bill.

But whenever Ambassador Cam¬ 
eron Forbes in Tokyo delivered 
one of Secretary Stimson's vigor¬ 
ous protests to the Japanese 
foreign office, the British ambas¬ 
sador called an hour or so later to 
say that Great Britain thoroughly 
understood the Japanese position. 

And when Secretary Stimson 
finally went to Geneva himself to 
enlist the support of Europe's pre¬ 
miers for definite sanctions 
against Janan, the only semblance 
of support he could get was from
